Story of the Mysterious Passing of 


Christal Brothers Near Big W ichita 


I. D. Fm -gusoa.in D en to n fC eco rd -C h ren iete 


Judge I. I). Ferguson, an old time die horses to go west into the buffalo 
settler of Denton county, is writing a 
series of stories of the early days in 
Denton and Wise counties. 
The a r ­ 
ticles are appearing in the weekly 
editions of the Denton Record -Chron­ 
icle. 
Las£ week Mr. 
Ferguson, in 
writing of the bravery aud true mani- 
less of the early day settlers, paid a 
splendid tribute to the < hristals, a 
name linked with the pioneer history 
of the two counties. 
Mr. Ferguson 
writes: 
In 18(52 Silas Christal, one of the 
most esteemed an d substantial of the 
citizens of Denton county, resided on 
Denton creek about twelve miles west 
of the town of Denton and operated a j 
mill, to which many of the early set- 


I range on a camp hunt and spend two 
or three weeks killing buffalo and 
deer to supply 'their families with 
meat for the winter. 
In the fall of 
1862 the Christal boys, John, Rich 
ard, Isom and Jam es made their ar­ 
rangements for a trip of the kind de­ 
scribed . 
The four brothers had no thought 
of danger in making the trip, as hun­ 
ters before that tieue had never seen 
any Indians, 
o r 'been 
molested bv 
them t;n their trips. 
The four C hris­ 
tal boys, with their wagon and team 
and alf camp e q u i p a g e , started out 
on their journey to 
the west for 
about three weeks’ camp hunt. 
The 
country at that time west bf the upper 


plains. 
It was late in the evening 
when they went into camp; the sun 
was just going down in the west, look­ 
ing like a great ball of fire. 
The 
boys unhitched the horses from the 
wagon and staked them out on the 
grass, started a fire and commenced 
to cook their supper, when they saw 
a herd of buffalo coming down the 
slope toward the stream about half 
mile above their camp. 
John and 
Richard took their guns and told 
Isom and James to go ahead and 
cook supper and 
they would slip 
along up the edge of the timber that 
fringed the bank of the stream and 
try to get a shot at them. 
They had 
not been gone long before the boys 
at camp heard a gun fire in the direc­ 
tion in which the boys had gone to 
intercept the buffalo; and in a short 
time i • cond report of a gun was 
heard. 
By this time the sun had 
disappeared and twilight had set in, 
and it soon became dark. 
The boys 
at camp had completed their supper 
and waited for the others to return. 
After waiting until 
eight or nine 
o ’clock and the hunters still did not 
show up. they concluded they must 
have got lost. being in a strange 
country, and failed to find their way 
ic the camp, so they gave several 
loud yells to attract their brothers5 
attention to the camp. 
No response 
came except weird howling of the 
wolves from every hillside, as if to 
mock at the failing efforts to attract 
the attention of the lost. 
Hour after hour of the dark night 
wore away like centuries to James 
and Isom Christal, waiting in great 
anxiety for the return of their broth­ 
ers. 
They fired signal guns for them 
during the night, which had only the 
effect to rouse the wolves into their 
wierd chatters, and make the night 
more gloomy, wild and lonesome. 
When daylight at last came they sad­ 
dled their horses and went in the di­ 
rection their brothers had gone after 
the buffalo. 
In the search they found 
where the hunters had killed a b u g a ­ 
la and had partly skinned it, and 
where one of the boys h ad gone to 
the creek bank, as to get a drink of 
water, the trail affirmed by a pocket* 
handkerchief he had lost on the way 
through the brush to the creek, but 
no other sign of John and Richard 
could they find. 
After searching the 
country for 
four days for their missing brothers, 
and failing to find them, they return­ 
ed home to carry the sad news to 
their families and to get more help 
■from the settlements to make further 
search. 
In hunting for them about a 
quarter of a mile above where thev 
had shot the buffalo they found some 
moccasin tracks in the sand along 
the bank of the stream, which might 
have indicated that they 
had been 
I captured by the Indians and proba­ 
bly taken off and put to torture and 
death; where, no one will ever know. 
W hen they returned home for help, 
| the news of the loss of 
John and 
| Richard Christal spread 
over the 
I country, creating great excitement, 
and a company of about fifty men, 
well armed, 
went with Jam es and 
Isom Christal back to the Wichita

How to Make an Aeolian Harp. 
An aeolian harp can be made by al­ 
most any Ingenious boy. 
It consists 
of a long, narrow bos of very thin 
wood, about five or six inches deep, 
with a circle in the middle of*the up­ 
per side an inch and a half in diame­ 
ter, in which are to be drilled small 
holes. 
In this side seven, ten or more 
strings of very fine gut are stretched 
over bridges at each end. like the 
bridges of a fiddle and screwed tip or 
relaxed w ith screw pins. 
The strings should all be tuned to 
the same note and the Instrument be 
placed in som e current of air whore 
the wind can pass over its strings with 
freedom. 
A 
window 
the 
width 
of 
which is equal to the length of the 
harp, with the sash just raised to give 
the air adm ission, is a proper situation. 
When the air blows upon the strings 
of the harp w ith different degrees of 
force it will excite different degrees 
of sound. Sometimes the blast brings 
out all the tones in full concert, and 
sometimes it sinks to the softest mur­ 
murs.

York, the committee from the City 
club visited nearly every print dealer 
in the city in addition to scores of pri­ 
vate collectors of Americana. 
But 
there was no portrait to be found. 
Any one who has ever attempted to 
make a collection of the pictures of 
the big men of early New York soon 
realizes that there are many blanks. 
For instance, of the four Dutch gov­ 
ernors Feter Stuyvesant is the only 
one of whom we have a correct por­ 
trait. Of P eter Minuet, William Kicft 
and Wouter ran Twiner there is abso­ 
lutely nothing accurate, although vari­ 
ous caricatures have appeared from 
time to time. 
The same is true of a still more emi­ 
nent New Yorker, W illiam Itiadlord. 
the first printer, who founded in 1725 
the New York Gazette, which was the 
first newspaper printed in the prov­ 
ince. 
Bradford was so prominent a 
man and so a c t i v e for years, both in 
Philadelphia as well as in New \ orb. 
that it is rather surprising not to have 
something worthy of being called a 
true portrait, 
lf there was, perhaps 
his features might be on the tablet 
erected on the s i t e of his printing of­ 
fice, now of the Cotton Exchange, at 
Hanover square. 
The lack of an authentic portrait of 
Nathan Hale, the martyr spy of the 
Revolution, is somewhat better known, 
although the sculptors MacMonnies, 
Partridge and others have not al­ 
lowed this to restrain them from de­ 
picting the features of the young sol­ 
dier in stone or bronze. 
Of Colonel 
Ethan Allen there is no known por­ 
trait, and the same is true of the 
doughty 
warrior, 
General 
Nicholas 
Herkimer. 
One of the heroes of Bunker bill. 
Colonel Richard Gridley, has left no 
portrait. 
He was the artillerist and 
engineer who built the fortifications 
the night before the battle. 
Other 
prominent Revolutionary fighters of 
whom no pictures exist are Colonel 
William Ledyard, the defender of New 
London, who was killed by a British 
officer when Ledyard surrendered the 
fort; General Thomas Conway, leader 
of the notorious cabal to depose W ash- 
ington from the command of the army 
in 1777: Colonel Seth Warner, who was 
prominent in the attacks on Ticonde­ 
roga and Crown point and in the bat­ 
tle of Bennington; General Seth Tom 
eroy of Massachusetts, and General 
Samuel Holden Parsons, one of the 
board which tried Major Andre and 
was appointed by Washington as tho 
first judge of the northwest territory. 
No accurate portraits exist of two of 
the fifty-six signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. John Morton of Penn­ 
sylvania and John Hart of New Jer­ 
sey. although a portrait which is said 
to be that of H art hangs in Independ­ 
ence hall in Philadelphia and is said to 
have been painted from a miniature. 
There is nothing extant of the fa­ 
ther of George Washington. Augustine 
Washington, nor have any portraits 
been discovered of Colonel Ball, fa­ 
ther of Mary Washington, mother of 
the general, or of John Dandridge, fa­ 
ther yf Washington’s wife.

"In 1422 in less than three days the 
wine and the vinegar froze in the cel­ 
lars; cocks and hens had their combs 
frozen; the streets were full of peo­ 
ple who danced, jumped, wrestled and 
ran races, anything to keep off frost­ 
bite. 
"In 1430 it froze for more than two 
and a half months, and*the snow fell 
for fortv days without stopping.

the birds hidden in the trunks of trees 
died.

"In ‘the year of the great winter, as 
1003 was called, hundreds of persons 
died from cold. 
Everything was fro­ 
zen hard, even the bread served at the 
table of Henry IV.

Equally important is it to keep a sharp 
lookout at all times, especially when 
entering a barren, where a stag may 
be sleeping, for under such conditions 
they are hard to see. 
Among the nu­ 
merous gray dead stumps and moss 
covered low trees the color of the cari­ 
bou is so inconspicuous that the un­ 
trained eye will fail to detect the ani­ 
mal even at close range. The first in­ 
timation will be a glimpse of a disap­ 
pearing patch of white as the caribou 
vanishes into tile woods. 
All these things considered, the cari­ 
bou of Newfoundland is not as alert as 
any other deer that I know of and is 
therefore 
more 
readily 
approached. 
There is, of course, great variation 
among them, some being extremely 
alert and difficult to stalk, while oth­ 
ers are so absurdly tame that they will 
allow a man to walk right up to withiu 
a few yards before taking flight.

One of the most thrilling adventures 
in my experience took place at the gov­ 
ernment proving grounds at Sandy 
Hook, N J . when the United States 
government was testing maximite be 
fore adopting it. 
Near a light frame building in which 
i was filling shells with maximite, a 
ten inch gun was being tested A num­ 
ber of shots had been tired from the 
big gun. 
Just as I bad concluded my 
work and started for the wharf to take 
the government tug for New \ork, the 
signal was sounded for another shot 
I was walking along a stretch of rail­ 
way track directly behind the gun. 
At that instant I remembered that 
several vears before, when one of these 
guns was being tested, the breechblock 
had blown out. passed through the 
bombproof and killed six officers and 
men. but I argued with myself that the 
chance was infinitely remote that the 
breechblock would be blown out of the 
present gun on this discharge 
very instant I was in range 
a sudden impulse I ran 
might.
